BUZZ I 

In Praise of Follies 


Pagodas, temples, ruins, tents, and more — 
designer and special projects editor Charlotte 
Moss celebrates the ultimate dream buildings. 


At first glance, nothing could seem more irrelevant to modern 
culture than the classic garden folly. Look more closely, 
however, and it’s clear that both the spirit of follies and the 
impulses that led to their creation in the past are alive and 
well in this new millennium. 

Follies resist simple definition or categorization. They 
may be made of marble or thatch, shell or mirror, porcelain 
or woven living willow. Their forms mimic everything from 
tents to temples, and their styles have been influenced by 
cultures from ancient Greece to Asia. Some are classically 
beautiful, some grotesque; some are miniature in scale, 
others larger than many modern homes. Though most 
are technically works of architecture, they are also both 
sculptural and painterly. Some follies even involve perfor- 
mance or theatrics — Gothic follies, for example, were 
sometimes inhabited by hired hermits. 

Fantasy is key to the unique appeal of the folly. Here, 
more than with most structures, the rule book was 
thrown out and space was made for a childlike wonder 
in the odd, the impractical, the whimsical, the eccentric. 
Humor and trickery are common in folly design. A sense 
of experimentalism, boldness — even madness — reigns. 
Follies can therefore be viewed 
as reminders to take risks, to 
please ourselves as well as 
others, to break the occasional 
rule . . .just because. 

While mystery and magic 
are certainly part of its charm, 
a sense of retreat is also crucial 
to the folly’s allure. Dedicated 
almost purely to pleasure, the folly provides a place where 
the burdens of public responsibility and formality may be 
shed, a place where it’s possible to be rather than to do. 

Today, constantly on the move and accessible through any 
number of devices, we crave the kind of reflective and 
sensual escape that follies promise. 

We may not be able or motivated to build a Chinese tea 
pavilion in our backyards. But whenever we retreat for a week- 
end to a spa or monastery, create “rooms of our own,” or 
simply set a solitary chair under a tree deep in a garden, we 
partake of the same spirit that has produced centuries of 
memorable follies. Humanity may have lost our original para- 
dise long ago, but follies let us recapture a bit of this Eden.

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CHRISTINE PITTEL: I understand lov- 
ing horses, but wantingto live under 
the same roof as them? Whose idea 
was that? 

AMANDA LINDROTH: Pippa’S. Pippa 
Vlasov is 100 percent English, but 
she’s also an island girl. She grew 
up in the Bahamas, where her father 
was the governor’s aide-de-camp, 
and she’s crazy about animals. 

PI PPA VLASOV: I’ve raised ducklings 
in the bathtub and geese in the 
kitchen, and right now I have one 
particular rooster who invites him- 
self to my dinner parties and likes 
to go to sleep on the table I’ve just 
set. They’re all such amazing char- 
acters, but my horses are the most 
gentle, sweet, lovely, kissable crea- 
tures! The name of the breed is Gypsy 
Vanner, because they were tradi- 
tionally used by the Gypsies to pull 
their caravans. They’re so docile that 
a child could roll all over them 
and they would stand perfectly still. 
So what’s it like to live in a stable? 

PV: I should explain that we don’t 
actually live here — although that 
would be my dream. My husband is 
all about boats, and we have a house 
on the water, but this is my place, 
where I’ll go to have a cup of tea and 
do my work. The idea of making 
these two little apartments at either 
end of the barn kind of grew as we 
went along, until I said to Amanda, 
T’ve got this really peculiar space, 
and I need your help.’ 

The exterior is a bit of a surprise. Who 
chose the green paint? 

PV: I did, to blend in with the vegeta- 
tion. Now the building nestles right 
into the bush. 

AL: Pippa has a bohemian spirit, and 
she did not want this to get too high 
English. When we were doing the 
awning, I picked a green and white 
stripe but she changed it to green and 
brown. She thought the other looked 
too much like a country club. 

Each apartment has its own color 
scheme. How did you come up with 
brown and pink? 

AL: Well, the sofa had to be durable 
enough for children and guests, 
so brown seemed obvious. And then 
pink always looks so pretty with 
brown, which is why I added the 
tufted pink chairs. I’m not a big fan 




of open kitchens, so I ignored it as 
much as possible and pushed the 
sofa right up against the counter. 
I don’t encourage eating at a coun- 
ter. Td rather people sit around the 
coffee table. But frankly, most of 
the eating is done outside. 

Those bird prints certainly suit the 
animal theme. 

AL: The Catesbybirds were areal 
score. They’re hard to find. Mark 
Catesby was an English naturalist 
who traveled to Jamaica in 1714 
and painted the local flora and 
fauna, years before Audubon. The 
originals are in Windsor Castle 
with the queen.

posters and let it drop to the floor. 
That casualness is what gives it its 
charm — along with the pink trim. 


AL: Yes, you see the same pink and 
brown up here. Tm jealous of people 
like Miles Redd, who can go from a 
red room to a lime green room to a 
navy blue room. I tend to carry on 
with the same palette. It feels more 
comfortable to me. 

In the other apartment, you took one 
blue-and-white stripe fabric and used 
it everywhere — even on the bedroom 
walls and ceiling! 

AL: That was inspired by a famous 
tented room at the Charlottenhof 
Palace in Germany. I found a similar 
blue-and-white stripe, and they had 
500 yards in stock. So I bought it all 
and went to town. Then I finished it 
off with bright red twine to line the 
edges of the room, and red piping 
on the upholstery. 

What is that extraordinary light 
fixture in there? 

AL: It’s an old drum that someone 
made into this crazy chandelier. 

I found it on istdibs. I’m a great cus- 
tomer of theirs. I do a lot of shopping 
on the computer these days, because 
it gives me access to things I can’t 
find on the island. I think every 
house needs a few good antiques, 
like that grandfather clock— it’s 
an old family piece. And then I’ll fill 
in the rest with more affordable 
basics. You can get wonderful things 
at Pottery Barn. But you don’t want 
to do a whole house in Pottery Barn, 
or in fine antiques either. The secret 
is a mix of high and low, which gives 
you that accumulated look I love. 
That porch looks like the perfect place 
fora party. 

PV: On my husband’s birthday, I had 
120 people seated at one long, candle- 
lit table under the eaves. We threw 
the horses out into the field and had 
a DJ in one stall and lined the floor 
of the barn with straw matting. 
Everyone danced till the wee hours 
of the morning. 

What’s the verdict from guests, after 
they’ve slept in the barn? 
p V: Well, the first night can be a little 
rough. The roosters crow and you 
might be startled by a horse poking 
his nose through the window above 
the loo. But by the end of their stay, 
most people absolutely love it. I like 
to think I’m breaking down the bar- 
riers between animals and people!

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DOUGLAS BRENNER: Your penthouse 
is a wonderful mashup of Manhattan 
and Montmartre. 

LESLIE KLOTZ: Isn’t it funny howwe 
always want to reside somewhere 
that feels completely removed from 
the city we’ve chosen to live in? 
People often say that my apartment 
reminds them of an artist’s garret 
in Paris. When I first came up here, 

I expected Nicole Kidman and Ewan 
McGregor from Moulin Rouge to 
burst into song. 

Before waltzing into a nomad’s tent? 
That came later. I found the apart- 
ment by Googling my hit list — one 
bedroom, high ceilings, a fireplace, 
outdoor space for my three dachs- 
hunds — and this insanely singular 
apartment popped up. The pitched 
roof made it seem like a little house, 
the bones were spectacular, and 
the skylights cast beautiful light 
and shadow. But the place was in a 
pretty raw state. It had originally 
been the building’s boiler room, and 
it was converted into an apartment 
decades ago and then never updated. 
So this wasn’t exactly move-in ready. 
My renovation lasted a year. This 
included taking everything down 
to the studs, shifting walls and 
even the fireplace, gutting a bath- 
room, adding moldings, and replac- 
ing worn-out floors with new wide 
planks. I first stained the oak very 
dark, which didn’t suit me. The con- 
tractor warned that re-sanding 
could not remove all the stain, but I 
went ahead anyway and my mistake 
paid off with this lovely distressed 
finish. As it was, the place failed to 
meet current light and air codes — 
the whole front wall didn’t have a 
single window, and the door was 
solid metal — so I installed the steel- 
frame glass openings. Their indus- 
trial look sets off the old-timeyness. 
There’s something so modern about 
the way you’ve riffed on the architec- 
ture’s bold geometry and scale. 

I do love the balance of geometric 
patterns: angular shapes against 
round. I also like it when you walk 
into a place and see through from 
the front to the back. That’s why I 
put in enormous bedroom doors, 
to open up what looked like choppy 
rooms into one gracious space.

Which came first, the dappled black, 
white, gray, and brown of your dogs or 
your decorating palette? 

I was more subtle with color in this 
apartment than in prior ones. If I 
had a lot more space, I might use 
bolder hues. But with only two main 
rooms, I chose a scheme I found 
relaxing. I try to balance a need for 
instant gratification with knowing 
that the best things are works 
in progress. If you just add water and 
stir, you usually end up with some- 
thing bland. I want my surroundings 
to say something about me — 
hopefully not something boring. 
Where do you hunt for the right 
ingredients? 

My parents were aesthetically wired 
to combine imagination with a 
quirky eye. My mom couldn’t resist 
pulling over to every roadside junk 
shop in search of the unusual 
and the zany, and that rubbed off on 
me. I get things anywhere from a 


French flea market to an estate sale 


on Dixie Highway. Mixing styles and 
textures in a neutral room gives it 
drama. The dull with the glossy, the 


rough with the smooth, the delicate 
with the rugged, the high with the 
low — I enjoy living with pieces that 
are unlikely bedfellows. 

Including artworks? 

Most of the paintings that didn’t 
come from junk shops were bought 
from ACRI A, which raises money 
for HIV/AIDS research through the 
sale of art — I’ve been on the 
board for years — and from the New 
York Academy of Art’s annual ben- 
efit. However, there’s no competi- 
tion for my favorite, which is the Eric 
Fischl above the fireplace. For me, 
its beauty feels endless. I look at 
it for hours, and I sometimes imag- 
ine what connected those two peo- 
ple, and where they’re headed next. 
Yourtent must have quite a 
provenance. 

I wanted something to sit under 
when it gets hot outside, and 
of course I couldn’t resist the highly 
practical decision of purchasing 
a tent in the souks of Marrakech 
on the cheap, just so I could spend 
five times that amount shipping it 
home. I put the daybed there because 
this is my prime napping spot. I 
also entertain a lot on the terrace — 
everything from a sit-down dinner 
party for 12 to a birthday free-for-all 
for my godson and 80 of his pals. 

And ifthe weather is too chilly for 
rooftop get-togethers? 

The party moves indoors to the long, 
narrow architect’s table along a liv- 
ing room wall that usually serves 
as my desk. The top is skinnier than 
any standard dining table you could 
buy — I had it made to be just a bit 
more than two dinner plates wide. 
It’s also extremely lightweight, so 
I can slide it out and seat 10 or 12 peo- 
ple around it. If they lookup, they 
can still see the stars and the towers 
through my skylights. I have along 
pole to pull shades down over the 
skies, but I never do. 

Do Brinkley, Rumplemeyer, and Luther 
like the terrace? 

It’s great for them. City streets can 
be terrifying when you have such 
short legs. And the terrace assuages 
some of my guilt when I leave for 
work and tell the dogs, T ’ll be right 
back,’ which all four of us know is 
not the case.

Over the past few decades, the artist 
has fashioned an alternate reality, 
a surreal cocktail of tropical jungle 
meets baroque grandeur, in the 
combined 75,000 square feet 
in which he lives and works. These 
spaces, ranging from a floor of a 
former parking garage in New York 
City to antebellum plantation houses 
in Louisiana, crystallize Slonem’s 
artistic vision and are works of art 
in their own right. 

A brilliant colorist, Slonem under- 
stands the emotional connection 
between color and mood. Curator 
Marilyn A. Zeitlin has written that 
in Slonem’s paintings, “color and 
content seem inevitably fused.” This 
equally applies to his roomscapes. 

“How do you want a room to make 
you feel?” is how Ellen Kennon, a 
Louisiana-based paint specialist 
who has worked with Slonem to cre- 
ate colors for his historic Louisi- 
ana properties, approaches color. 
Instead of developing a scheme to 
coordinate elements in a room, 
Slonem takes this visceral approach 
to color and chooses those that 
resonate emotionally as well as 
suit the room’s theme. He chooses 
mainly clear colors, described 
as “antidepressant” by Kennon. 

The paint expert first pursued 
Slonem as a client by sending him 
her Magical Gems set, comprising 
colors such as amethyst, tourma- 
line, and malachite. Most people 
use these intense hues in small 
places, such as the inside of a closet 
or a bookshelf, Kennon says. But 
Slonem, by far her most intrepid 
client, has no qualms about using 
them in a 40 -foot ballroom or parlor. 
The enormous scale of his spaces 
and the heavy over-layer of pictures 
and objects help carry off even the 
brightest colors, while their vibrancy 
works to contract the space and cozy 
it up. He chooses these same satu- 
rated colors as backgrounds for dis-

playing his work because he believes 
a white wall distracts the eye away 
from the piece. 

The artist sets a loose parameter 
of historic appropriateness when 
choosing colors. “1 always And 
an existing example of the use of 
that color within a hundred years 
of the house — not after, but earlier. 
They used great colors. Everyone

thinks these houses were white, but 
they weren’t. First of all, so many 
had faux-finished doors, which were 
more expensive than wood ones. 
They also used to faux-finish the 
slate mantels every few years. Tm on 
a green kick right now. This friend 
of mine just bought a historical home 
in New Orleans, and she is now 
using a paint called Old World Euro- 
pean Chartreuse. It’s so delicious — 
it’s like moss growing on the wall.” 

Indeed, the artist goes through 
color phases. A predisposition for 
pink marked the first decoration of 
Cordts Mansion, his country house 
in New York’s Hudson River Valley, 
which was later superseded by 
lavender and blue. 

A room might be painted three 
times before the color is deemed 
right. Ahouseguest, the magazine 
editor Marian McEvoy, once chas- 
tised Slonem for choosing a particu- 
larly Pepto-Bismol shade. A “pecu- 
liar” lavender-blue -gray copied from 
the trim of the Gallier House in New 
Orleans was used to paint a bed- 
room at Lakeside Plantation, but it 
didn’t hold the space, nor did sev- 
eral attempts at aqua. Slonem isn’t 
fazed by such setbacks. He lets the 
process unfold. This approach illus- 
trates how the artist differs from a 
designer: His rooms evolve, rather 
than being planned and designed. 

In Slonem’s world, there is fluid- 
ity between creating and living; to 
create decoratively is to live deco- 
ratively. Supporting this symbiotic 
relationship is Slonem’s passionate 
pursuit of collecting and decorating, 
or “collectorating” as he has dubbed 
it. He is energized by the act of cre- 
ating settings with his collections, 
which in turn fuel his work. The 
vast amount of square footage he 
has managed to obtain affords him 
room to create even more settings. 

In a way, for Slonem, the point 
of having so much space is to All it. 

“1 won’t look at a house that’s 
under 10,000 square feet,” he says. 
“Why would 1 bother to go through 
all that for no space?”

OF KEMBLE INTERIORS PROVE IN THIS COLORFUL, WHIMSICAL WINTER ESCAPE.

In the dining room, Edward Ferrell + Lewis 
Mittman chairs in Schumacher’s Hampton 
Court Diamond surround a hand-carved teak 
table made in India. Curtains in Blithfield’s 
Beasties from Lee Jofa. opposite: A tropical 
landscape fantasy is painted on the walls — as 
if viewed from a bougainvillea-draped porch — 
complete with an applied wood railing and faux 
columns. Wall sconce, John Rosselli. 
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LISA CREGAN: Palm Beach unbridled! Did your 
clients tell you to just let your imaginations run free? 
MiMiMcMAKiN: You’re allowed to smile in Palm 
Beach! Irreverence is appreciated here. You can 
put a truly expensive thing next to something 
rattan. It’s OK. Our clients were wonderfully will- 
ing to let us go — my partner at Kemble Interiors, 
Ashley Sharpe, and 1 had no boundaries. 

ASHLEY SHARPE: And since the owners, who have 
two grown sons, don’t live here year-round, we felt 
even more free to be fanciful. 

Like painting a Caribbean Fantasia on the dining 
room walls? 

M M : We were inspired by a special place that’s 
close to the owners’ hearts — ^Antigua, where 
they’ve rented a small cottage every winter for the 
past 20 years. There’s a hilltop there where every- 
one gathers to watch the sun set, to see the beau- 
tiful Caribbean sky mix with the colors of angel’s 
trumpet, bougainvillea, frangipani — that’s the 
view we had painted for the dining room walls. 

It’s as if you’re standing on a porch looking down 
past old sugar mills to the sea. 

AS: The swinging door to the kitchen and fold- 
ing doors to the hall are painted with the mural, 
too. When you close them all up you’re completely 
inside the scene. 

M M : And the landscape designer planted palm 
trees and ixora outside the windows to mimic the 
walls. It makes the dining room a place you want 
to stand in and marvel, not just walk through on 
your way to the kitchen. 

What other inspirations drove you? 

AS: The husband is a competitive sailor and the 
family has a house on Cape Cod, so they’re steeped 
in the blue -and- white tradition of the Cape. This 
house is true to that spirit, but in a tropical way. 

M M : We chose a blue that’s more translucent, not 
as heavy as a nautical navy. It came directly from 
the wife, who has blue, blue eyes and wears crisp 
linen shirts the same shade as the ocean color you 
see on the dining room chairs, in the striped guest 
room, in the master bedroom, even out on the ter- 
race. That blue was our thread. 

Yet I don’tthinkof blue when I look at this living 
room. 

M M : When a room has lots of big windows to the 
outdoors and huge openings into a hallway, you 
need to intensify the color or you’ll fall right out 
of the space. This room is like being inside a ripe 
papaya — it holds you in. 

AS: It literally beckons you from the entry. If we’d 
painted this living room a soft blue it wouldn’t 
draw you toward it. 


M M : One evening we were invited over for cock- 
tails, and 1 was so impressed. The color of the 
light in Palm Beach is spectacular on its own, but 
reflected against these glazed walls it takes on a 
beautiful glow — as luminescent as water. 

And you pulled that color up, above everyone’s 
heads. 

M M : That’s a great trick— to make you remember 
the ceiling. Whether it’s a stenciled lattice pat- 
tern like we did on these coffers, or grass cloth, 
raffia, and stripes, it’s one more step toward mak- 
ing a room extraordinary. Even in a house full of 
details, the bamboo trim in this guest room, for 
instance, stands out. 

AS: That’s a signature of Kemble Interiors. We 
have the raw bamboo split in half and burned — 
actually torched to create a tortoiseshell effect. 

M M : It was a collaboration with the architect, 

Peter Papadopoulos. He designed the moldings to 
receive the bamboo — it’s a detail we do quite often, 
but never the same way twice! 

AS: We like using natural products. See the lamp- 
shades on the sconces in the striped guest room? 
We have our upholsterer do them up in the same 
kind of cane you usually see on chairs. 

I betthe owners fall asleep dreaming of Antigua in 
this very British Colonial master bedroom. 

M M : This wonderful bed was made in India by the 
same craftsman who made the table in the entry. 
It’s traditional except for the funny pineapples we 
added on top. And this pretty botanical fabric is 
one of the first things our clients picked. For us, it 
was confirmation they wanted things fresh and 
natural throughout the house. When we finished, 
the room felt so good that we cried at the thought 
of bringing in a big television. 

AS: But then our upholsterer said he could build 
out the sofa’s back with enough depth to hide the 
hydraulics to raise and lower a TV. No more tears. 
Nothing says ‘Old Palm Beach’ like a tiled loggia. 

MM: There are all these old pedestrian ‘vias’ in Palm 
Beach filled with Mediterranean tile from Addison 
Mizner’s era; they’re such great inspiration. This 
tile was made in that style, with bits of yellow to 
be copacetic with the Moroccan plates on the walls. 
And the fireplace is an ode to the Lyford Cay Club 
in the Bahamas, where there’s a little bar by 
the waterfront with a hearth just like this one. 
Why do you think Palm Beachers are so open to 
fearless decorating? 

M M : People aren’t afraid to be original here. One of 
my favorite artists said, ‘Imagination has many 
moods.’ 1 love that. 1 think that’s what this town 
is all about.

“The loggia is quintessential Palm Beach, with 
traditional rattan furniture, Mizner-style tile, and 
black iron light fixtures,” Sharpe says.

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Dark, wire-brushed oak 
cabinets, cement plaster 
walls, marble counters, and 
sand-cast bronze hardware —
